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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action responds to the appeal brief filed on 2/3/2006. 

Acknowledgment

amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this Office action are 
claims 1,2, and 4-24.

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1 , 2, and 4-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The application is allowed for the reasons set forth on pages 6 and 7 of the 
appellants' brief. As noted therein, the claimed transistor requires, inter alia, that the 
graded channel region be configured to provide low resistance to mobile negative 
charge carriers (see, e.g., brief/pp.6/ll.14-19). The use of the term "configured" refers to 
mechanical and structural limitations of the channel that the appellants clearly described 
in their specification (see, e.g., bri ef/pp .7/11.6-14). See, e.g., figures 2 and 3, where the 
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appellants clearly illustrate that the graded channel of their invention comprise a doping 
level that increases from the source to the drain region of the transistor.
